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OVER TUNISIA 


AXIS GARRISONS 
REINFORCED 


ITH the Allied forces steadily 
massing for the assault on 
Bizerta and Tunis, a terrific 
struggle for mastery of the air is 
taking place over the. battlefield.

FUTURE OF DAKAR 

France has received no official 
information of the decision of M. 
Boisson, Governor of French West 
Africa, to place the territory under 
the control of Darlan, Berlin Radio 
said to-day, quoting a despatch from 
Vichy. Official circles at Vichy 
appear to be dependent on Algiers 
Radio for information from North 
Africa.—( Reuter.) 

M. Boisson, Governor-General of 
French West Africa, broadcasting 
from Dakar to-night, said: '' French 
West Africa will remain com- 
pletely and absolutely free from 
all foreign occupation of whatever 
nature. You have found—and I 
know it only too well—that your 
leaders have lgsitated to take sides. 
To-day yoy must realise, with all 
due justice, that they have lived 
through difficult hours. Now that 
the decision has. been taken, accept 
it in a serious spirit. Think of 
France. Do not expect that easy 
hours lie ahead of you. The road 
which French West Africa is taking, 
together with French North Africa, 
for the liberation of France and of 
her Chief of State will, on the 
contrary, demand of everybody a 
complete devotion and absolute dis- 
cipline. Long live France. Long 
live the Marshal.*—/(Neuter. )

AXIS TROOPS STILL 
WITHDRAWING 


AIRO, Tuesday. — Reuter’s 
correspondent here says that 
the Axis rearguard, still falling 
back on prepared lines at El 
Agheila, is being continually 
harassed by the Eighth Army, 
advanced units of which are main- 
taining contact. 

The announcement of the capture 
of Agedabia confirms earlier reports 
that Kighth Army units were already 
to the south of the village, which 
is only 50 miles from El Agheila. 
Both Axis and Allied troops are still 
moving at «good speed towards El 
Agheila, so that a clash seems bound 
to come soon. Allied troops have occu- 
pied the oasis of Jalo, about 120 miles 
due south of Agedabia and 220 miles 
south-east of Benghazi, thus bring- 
ing the last of the desert outposts 
in the far south into Allied hands. 

“EI Agheila, on which Allied 
forces are now closing in, is much 
the same kind of bottleneck as the 
El Alamein position. Marshal 
Rommel’s left flank is based on the 
sea, his right on a marshy area, and 
if he gives fight there, trusting to 
his fortifications to supplement. his 
lack of armour and air cover. it 
seems likely that the Eighth Army 
will have to carry his positions by 
frontal assault,’’ adds the corre- 
spondent, 

To-day’s Cairo communiqué stated : 
‘ Our forces entered Jedabaya early 
yesterday, and are maintaining 
contact with the enemy, who are 
continuing their withdrawal towards 
El Agheila. The enemy have 
evacuated Jalo, which has been occu- 
pied by our troops. Air activity 
over Cyrenaica yesterday was on a 
small scale. On Sunday night our

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
25 CASES LAST WEEK 


The Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health announces 
that twenty-five further cases of 
infantile paralysis were notified for 
the week ended 21st instant. Whilst 
these cases represent an increase in 
the total number, as compared with 
the preceding week, the position has 
improved in all districts for which 
cases previously were notified, with 
the exception of one county, where 
eleven cases occurred last week. In 
four counties where there had been 
an outbreek of the disease there 
were no cases in the past week. 
There was one case in Dublin City. 
Seven deaths have been reported. 

Since July last 274 persons have 
contracted the disease, and 55 have 
died. 

It now is known that three cases 
of infantile paralysis were confirmed 
in the Dundrum, Co. Dublin; area 
about a fortnight ago. and that one 
of the sufferers—a boy of 173 years— 
has since died. Despite some con- 
cern in the neighbourhood, however, 
no steps have yet been taken to 
adopt a suggestion by. a number of 
residents that schools and all public 
buildings should be closed. In the 
meantime all the usual precautions 


have been taken by the medical 
authorities. The first case occurred 
during the week’ before last, the 


second case three or four days later, 
and the third one about Tuesday of 
last week. The first victim was an 
infant, the second a boy of five 
years, and the third a boy aged 173 
years. 


WATCH ON TYPHUS 
MEASURES AT HOLYHEAD 


About a dozen passengers from 
Eire who landed at Holyhead yester- 
day were the first to be affected by 
the port authorities’ precautions to 
prevent the introduction of typhus 
into Britain.

BRITISH “BLACK LIST” 


Mr. Dingle Foot, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Econo- 
mic Warfare, told the House of Com- 
mons yesterday that neutral firms 
were showing a steadily increasing 
anxiety to avoid being placed on the 
** black lists’’ kept by Great Britain 
and the United States. Britain’s 
‘“‘black list,’ he said, contained 
11.250 names of traders trading with 
the enemy, and of this number 
7.832 were persons of Latin-Ameri- 
can countries, and 5.002 persons in 
European countries or their colonies. 
“I am satisfied,” he added, ‘ that 
among European neutrals the list 
has deterred a substantial number 
of firms from dealing with, or on be- 
half of, our enemies, and has re- 
duced the volume of trade between

““It is a remarkable fact,” Mr. 
Walsh stated in his paper, “ that 
though mineral development could 
give employment to tens of 
thousands of people, and that many 
of these minerals are vital to our 
very existence as we now see, one 
may search in vain through the pub- 
lished mass of the various 
political parties for any indication 
of their possible exploitation. Yet, 
given the necessary encouragement, 
the potential economic possibilities 
are great.” 


THE COALFIELDS 


Contending that we should be 
able to meet our coal requirements, 
Mr. Walsh gave a list of seven 
coalfields whose estimated resources, 
he said, totalled over two billion 
tons. Their many and varied mine- 
ral deposits, he said, included iron, 
leady copper pyrites and sulphur 
ore, barytes, dolomite, gypsum, 
antimony, marble, stealite (soap- 
stone), honing stones, manganese 
fireclay, brick clay, muckish sand, 
zinc, phosphates, colloidal clay, talc 
and molybdenum. There was a 
very big marxet for many of these 
minerals.

Blennerhasset seconded a 
vot; ui thanks to Mr. Walsh 

Mr. Fergus F. O'Kelly, Managin 
Director, Minerals Exploration mg 
Development Co., Ltd, said that 
there was a vast difference in dis- 
covering the existence of a mineral 
and finding it in quantities sufficient 
to justify commercial development. 
Some of the minerals mentioned by 
Mr. Walsh would not repay money 
spent on their development. Iron ore, 
however, had been discovered in con- 
siderable quantities at Ballycapple, 
Co. Wicklow, while the output of 
sulphur mines at present being 
worked iu the same county was suffi- 
cient to provide them with enough 
sulphuric acid to treat their large 
Clare phosphate deposits in the 
manufacture of artificial manure.

Russia’s Recovery 


While the Germans and Italians 
in North Africa are being thrown 
on the defensive, a remarkable 
change has taken place in the 
general military situation in‘ 
Russia. A few weeks ago the fate 
of Stalingrad seemed to be almost 
sealed. Military observers, re- 
membering the transformation 
that occurred before Moscow a 
year ago, when Marshal Timo- 
shenko delivered a brilliant 
counter-attack at the psycho- 


usually guarded in their com- 
ments; but the general opinion 
was that the Germans would make 
& supreme effort to capture 
Stalingrad before winter condi- 
tions should put an end to active 
campaigning. This view was en- 
couraged by Herr Hitler’s confident 
statement in Berlin that Stalin- 
grad would be occupied; and it 
became evident at the beginning 
of November that Marsha] von 
Bock wag determined to achieve 
his objective. Now the whole 
position has been altered. Once 
again Marshal Timoshenko seems 
to have brought off a perfectly- 
timed counter-offensive. It might 


has brought off two counter- 
offensives; for his troops have 
attacked the Germans in strength 
to the north-west, as well as to 
the south of Stalingrad. In 
yesterday 's official bulletin the 
Germans admitted that the 
Russians had broken through into 
their defensive positions south- 
west of Stalingrad and in the 
great Don “ elbow.” Evidently, 
Marshal Timoshenko is trying to 
drive two wedges into the German 
positions, one to the north and the 
other to the south of the city, and 
thereby to surround and isolate the 
400,000 odd German troops who 
have been besieging Stalingrad for 
more than three months. Accord- 
ing to reports from Sweden, 
Marshal von Bock’s command is 
in real danger of annihilation; 
but, of course, it is too soon yet 
to speculate on this point. The 
Soviet communiqués from, the 
beginning of the war have been 
remarkably laconic. They have 
not hesitated to admit defeats, 
and they rarely, if ever, have been 
proved to be guilty of deliberate 
falsehoods.. Yesterday they de- 
clared that Marshal Timoshenko’s 
troops had made an advance of | 
some forty kilometres to the north 
of Stalingrad, and an advance of 
between fifteen and twenty kilo- 
metres to the south. They claim 
that a total of 36,000 German and. 
Rumanian prisoners have been 
taken since the start of the 
counter-stroke, that at least 15,000 
have been killed, and that to the 


captured. Neutral commentators 
suggest that Marshal von Bock 
at the moment is occupied 
in the difficult task of dis- 
engaging his troops from the 
enemy in order to avoid isolation 
—an operation which obviously 
must involve a considerable 
retreat. They expect, on the 
other hand, that the Germans 
will mount a strong counter- 
attack within the next few days 
in order to retain their grip on 
the Volga line, and to prevent the 
re-opening of the river for 
Russian traffic. At the present 
stage of the fighting reports 
naturally are apt to be confused 
and contradictory. The military 
situation is fluid, and, where such 
vast numbers of troops are en- 
gaged, it is quite impossible yet 
to gain a clear picture of fhe 
general position. One thing, 
however, is quite certain: the 
Russians possess the immediate 
initiative on both sides of Stalin- 
grad. Faced with the need to 
send reinforcements to North 
Africa, as well as to cope with 
Marshal Timoshenko’s powerful 
attacks, the German High Com- 
mand, almost for the first time 
since the outbreak of war, no 
longer is in a position to dictate 
the course of military events. Of 
course, the position may change 
again at any moment. The 
Germans still. possess a tremen- 
dous striking force; but, for once, 
they seem to have been caught, 
as it were, on the wrong foot. 


Election Prospects 


Mr. de Valera’s Government 
seems to be clarifying its attitude 
towards a general election. During 
the past two days two Ministers 
have offered, in effect, an ulti- 
matum to the Opposition parties. 
Their general theme is. that 
doubts are being cast upon the 
Government’s competence by the 
Opposition parties and their 
followers; these criticisms are 
construed by the “political 
centres of Europe “ as a sign that 


an impression which easily might 
bring Ireland into danger—and 
an election is necessary in order 
that the people’s confidence in 
their - Government may be re- 
asserted. The ultimatum is, 
broadly: Either the Opposition 
must call off its ‘‘campaign of 
vilification’’ or the Government 
will be compelled to appeal to the 
country. For ourselves, we con- 
sider the Ministers’ attitude both 
wrong and unpatriotic, as well as 
highly dangerous. According to 
the Minister for Finance, ‘the 
necessity is ‘‘the strongest 
Government with the strongest 
backing that Ireland can give it” ; 
in the view of the Minister for 
Teal Covermment, the Govern 
ment must’ seek a mandate 
“which will show the world that 
the country is behind it.” What, 
however, will happen if the country 
does not rise to the occasion? 
What will be the effect on the 
“political centres of Europe ” if 
the threatened general election 
results in a Dail Eireann that 
will give no majority to any 
party? Surely that is a very real 
danger, from every conceivable 
point of view. The “ political 


centres of Europe,” reading the! 


criticisms expressed by our Oppo- 
sition parties, may suspect there- 
from that the country is not so 
steadfast behind the Government 
as it used to be; but, if a general 
election weakens the Fianna Fail 
Party, without giving any other 
party sufficient seats to constitute 
a Ministry, they will have 
perilously solid ground for their 
suspicions. The party that forces 
an election next year—or allows 
an eléction to be forced by any 
other—will do a thoroughly bad 
day’s work for Iréland. There 
is only one intelligent and 
patriotic course of action. We 
urged it yesterday, and we 
make no apology for urging 
it again to-day. It is to drop 
the whole scandalous notion of 
a general election, and to unify 


Dail Eireann under a National 


Government of all the parties. 
That is the only method by which 
other countries will be persuaded 
of the essential unity of the 
twenty-six counties. The nation 
was unified, to an unprecedented 
degree, two years ago, when the 
shadow of war loomed darkly over 
its shores. That precious concord 
has been impaired by the grow- 
ing dissension of the political 
parties, whose bad example in- 
evitably is followed by the people 
at large. It rests with the poli- 
tical parties to get the people out 
of the mess. They can set a good 
example, to compensate for their 
bad example; and nothing more 
is required than a small sacrifice 
of pride—for which they will be 
rewarded in full by the people’s 
gratitude and confidence. The 
man to make the first move, as 
Dr. O’Higgins said during the 
week-end, is the head of the 
Government, Mr. de Valera. If 
pride forbids him to make it, 
history may write him down as 
yet another Irish state¢man who 
failed, :

Retorm in Education 


During the past year or two 
much has been written in British 
journals on the subject of educa- 
tional reform, The indication in 
the King’s speech at the opening 
of the present parliamentary 
session that such reconstruction 
was under the consideration of the 
Government has stimulated dis- 
cussion; teachers, industrialists, 
trade unionists and pure theorists 
all have made their contributions. 
Upon an analysis of the pro- 
grammes presented by all the 
interested bodies, it becomes clear 
that there is a fundamental agree- 
ment between them—in regard to 
the immediate aims of educational 
reform, at least. Capital and 
labour both demand equal oppor- 
tunity for all; there has been 
almost universal acceptance of the 
proposal advanced by the Associa- 
tion of Directors and Secretaries of 
Education, that: ‘‘ The provision 
made for children and adolescents 
should be founded on educational 
principles which have regard only 
to the nature of the individual 
and to the needs of the com- 
munity.” A fair summary of the 
proposed reforms which meet with 
the most general approval may be 
found in the recommendations of 
the Belfast branch of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Association, 
which were published recently. 
The raising of the school-leaving 
age to sixteen is the first and 
essential step, with compulsory 
part-time education up to the age 
of eighteen, and voluntary part- 
time education after that age. It 
is recommended, in addition, that 
free university courses’ should be 
availabie for students of ability, 
whose means otherwise would dis- 
qualify them from entering uni- 
versities It appears likely that 
public opinion will be strong 
enough to force the Government to 
introduce in the present session an 
Education Bill which will make 
some attempt, at least, to realise 
these principles. Such a measure, 
which five years ago would have 
seemed the preface to revolution, 
will not divide the parties so 
bitterly at the present time. It is 
recognised that education is the 
most vital branch of national 
administration, and that improve- 
ment in this field is the primary 
condition of advance in the future. 
As usual, no doubt, the radical 
proposal will be adopted by the 
Tory, and made rather more con- 
servative in operation than it was 
in conception; for the agreement 
of the large industrialists is based 
not on any desire to hasten on a 
workers’ republic, but on the con- 
viction that their own position 
will be stabilised if the demands 
of the Left Wing are conceded 
in separation from its principles. 
Whatever their motives, however, 
both sides express equal dissatis- 
faction with the present educa- 
tional arrangements. Raising of 
the school-leaving age, extension 
of the opportunities of education, 
development of the school medical 
service, and strict supervision of 
the condition of school premises 
promise to improve the lot of the 
“* under-privil " child in the 
next generation, and the general 
state of the nation in the genera- 
tions following. Writers do well 
to insist, however, that the new 
Education Bill shal! be introduced 
in the near future, A postpone- 
ment until the end of the war 
would mean, almost without ques- 
tion, that the bill would be 
mutilated, and perhaps slaugh-

SPANISH PAINTING 


HERMIONE LECTURE 


Ribera, Zurbaran and Murillo 
were, apart from Velazquez, the 
three outstanding painters of seven- 
teenth century Spain, said Mr. 
Thomas McGreevy, who continued 
the Hermione Lectures at Alexandra 
College, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 
Though the work of all three was 
expressive of the same historical 
situation, no one of them summed it 
up with Velazquez’s loftiness of 
approach and elevation of spirit, 
wide range or interest, or fine sensi- 
bility. 

Rubera, Velazquez’s senior by 20 
years, was of rancorous, resentful 
disposition, jealous of all other artists, 
for whom he sought to make things 
as difficult as possible. This element 
of meanness, or baseness, in his 
character was reflected in his work, 
and because of it he could never rise 
to the  disinterestedness of the 
greatest art. Zurbaran, son of a 
peasant, was nearer jo the spiritu- 
ality of Velazquez, though milder and 
narrower in range of subject. In 
fact, some of his work was marked 
with such refinement and spiritu- 
ality that it was mistakenly attri- 
buted to Velazquez. Murillo, like 
Velazquez, was a native of Seville, 
and was hefriended by that great 
painter. He devoted himself to the 
treatment of subjects in which piety 
and domestic sentiment could be 
combined. Such ee as Bt. 
Ann teaching the Blessed Virgin and 
The Christ Child giving St. John a 
drink of water from a shell rightly 
remain among the world’s cherished 
masterpieces of art.

CENTRAL REMAND 


HOMES - 
CASE OF YOUTHFUL 


OFFENDERS 


The establishment of a Central 
Remand Home in Eire and another 
in Northern Ireland, with proper 
facilities, proper equipment, and a 
trained staff to enable Justices to be 
provided with information concerning 
the physical, mental or psychological 
condition of youthful delinquents 
appearing before them, is advocated 
by: Professor E. Fahy, M.A., Dublin 
University, in this month's ‘ssue of 
Hermathena, In his articic on 
‘“*Reformatory Schools in IrelanJ,”’ 
Professor l'ahy states that as the law 
stands: at present a District Justice 
has legally ao power to call for a 
medical examination of a youth- 
ful offender. 

The Legislature, he states, intended 
the period of remand to be utilised 
in accumulating all the information 
in respect of each delinquent which 
it was humanly possible to accumu- 
late, so that the Court might have 
some real knowledge of the individual 
offender. From the point of view of 
acquiring such information, the 
present system of remanding youthful 
offenders to places of detention prior 
to their disposal by the Court was 
‘futile and worthless.’’ 

Summerhill “ Place of Detention,”’ 
for example. was—to put it very 
mildly—entirely unsuitable for re- 
os agá Juvenile delinguenta to. 
Those responsible for its manage- 
ment, however, deserved the greatest 
praise Íor — their best against 
insuperable difficulties. They kept 
the premises scrupulously clean, and 
he did not wish his remarks to be 
construed as an attack upon them. 

In a properly-conducted Central 
Remand Home a young person could 
be studied as he would normally live, 
and not examined hurriedly immedi- 
ately after he had committed an 
offence and be still in ia state of 
emotional excitement or crisis. Such 
a centre would be used for many 
boys and girls brought before the 
Courts as being refractory or in need 
of care or protection. He believed 
that its establishment would secure 
a reduction in the number of com- 
mittals ‘o reformatories. 

Professor Fahy further suggests 
the closing of every existing “‘1!ace 
of detention’ and the discontinu- 
ance of the practice of remanding 
offenders to one or other of the 
certified schools. 


THE MAN WHO WROTE 
“ A SOLDIER’S SONG" 


The death occurred yesterday at 
his home, 25 O’Donoghue street, 
Inchicore, of Peadar Kearney, a 
Dublin house painter, who wrote the 
words of ‘‘ A Soldier’s Song.” Born 
in Dublin in 1884, the eldest son of 
John Kearney, who was in business 
at 68 Lower Dorset street, he was in 
the Nationalist movement at an early 
age. He wrote ‘‘A Soldier's Song “ 
when he was about 23 years of age, 
and it was set to music by Patrick 
Heeney, but did not become well 
known until his comrades of the pre- 
1916 Volunteer movement adopted 


it as a marching song after its 
publication in Jrish Freedom. After 
the 1916 Rising, in which Mr. 


og | fought in the Jacob's gar- 
rison, the song became the anthem of 
the Republican movement. 

Mr. Kearney was at one time on 
the Supreme Council of the I.R.B., 
and was interned at Ballykinlar dur- 
ing 1920-21. On the establishment 
of the Free State his song became 
the National Anthem, and he was 
ES a grant of £600 hy the present 
sovernment in recognition of its use 
as such. He is survived by his wife 
and two sons. í

The Milk Marketing 
Board have undertaken to administer 
schemes for both the members of the 
existing societies and for producers 
new to recording. Financial assist- 
ance will reduce the annual cost to 
the farmer ta not more than two 
shillings a cow. ) 


More Crops 


One of the largest districts in East 
Lancashire had before the war barely 
fifty acres of arable land. It is an 
area largely unsuitable for cropping, 
being on the Pennine Range, with a 
rainfall of about sixty inches, but 
over ten thousand acres have now 
been ploughed up. A considerable 
amount of kale is grown, and oats, 
where suitable, but grass got by re- 
seeding old and previously worthless 
grassiand is the crop that has 
answered best on many of these 
small farms devoted to milk produc- 
tion. The land is Jimed, and phos- 
phates applied, then sown with grass 
and clover seeds.

Somehow I always thought—quite 
irrationally—of soaring prices as the 
obnoxious offspriig of World War 
No. 2. While reading Margaret 
Mitchell's famoug ‘Gone With the 
Wind,” the other day, I discovered 
these paragraphs : 

‘“* , . and the tables of Atlanta 
were beginning to suffer. White 
flour was scarce and so expensive 
that corn bread was universal, 
instead of biscuits, rolls and waffles. 
The butcher shops carried almost no 
beef and very little mutton, and that 
mutton cost so auch only the rich 
could afford it. 

“The Yankee blockade about the 
Confederate ports had tightened, and 
luxuries, such as tea, coffee, silks, 
whalebone stays, colognes, fashion 
magazines and books were scarce and 
dear. Even the cheapest cotton goods 
had skyrocketed in price, and ladies 
were regretfully making their old 
dresses do another season. . .”’ 

Except that, perhaps, the women 
of 1942 will not miss a shortage of 
whalebone stays to the extent that 
their predecessors of 1825 did, this 
might be a picture of England—and, 
indeed, of Ireland—to-day.
